The press the Free se- 
eeders support and wield, the pamphlets 
issued and scattered like sybil leaves through- 
out tha country, and the harangues of tbe 
most turbulent of the leaders, have been, from 
th* very be^lnnine, scurrilous and full uf mis- 
representation, Whserar dared to remous- 
traws with there wasinstantly assailed. Ifany 
on* sipcatd, seen in tbe language ot sorrow, 
their unholy courses, he wasforLhwilh teheed. 
Th* vocabularies of the day were emptied uf 
their bitterest epithets, wherewith to defamt:

All respectable parishioners who 
rcguWly attend the parish church (or whether 
they attend regularly or not,} still are admitted 
to settling ordinances. Are not these seme of 
the things on account of which we, who era 
dissenters, were required to fall down, and 
ad - - re tha Scottish Batahlishmenl as lhe purest 
and the beat that ever existed? Well, they 
still continue to he pari and parcel ol the Esls- 
hhshioeul. Why, then, do our protesting bre- 
thren proy and labour for its downfalf Why 
phjuld they lift a parricidal band against the 
church oflheir fathers? Why do tbey wot 
praise it as they formerly did J We can easily 
under.tatid why we, who are Voluntaries, 
wleh its downfall. It Is because we era con- 
scientiously opposed to all civil swwWnsbawssite 
of religion.

THE FI&F, AT KINGSTON. 
(Ants (At Hayol Omtlt, Aug. Id.) 
Thb melancholy task devolves upon us to 
rseord oar of the most terrible visitations of 
Providence that h*t befallen the oily of 
Kingston within the memory of this gene- 
ration. 

On Saturday last, the loih Instant, 
quarter of an hour after noon, 
habitants of the city were aroused by t 
cry of fire. On inquiry we found that It 
proceeded from tie east end of the city, and 
soon learned that tha premises known as 
Jaraea 1 . Foundry were on fire. But little 
danger wee felt at first, from the situation of 
Ih* premises, few peraone epprehending that 
lhe dee would ba/e extended to any groat 
distance. We, hotever, hastened to the spot, 
at which time the firs was confined to the 
foundry trrcmitrs, which wsre iu a few mi- 
nutes totally enveloped in flamee, as were 
th* extensive adjwniiig saw mills and lumber 
yard or Mecsra. Da Costa and Maxwell. The 
sea breeze, which until this period had 
been moderate, now began to blow with an 
increased violence, which threatened to place 
the upperpart of the city In the utmost 
danger. There were several engines early on 
Ibe spot, but owing to a great scarcity of hre» 
buckesa, much difsculty was experienced in 
procuring water, snd the want of water waa 
increased by the fact that lha greater part of 
lhe people eying* 1 in bringing it were im- 
pressed with lb* absurd idea that salt water 
would not txtingitsh hre. The flames by this 
time had communicated with tho house* on 
the north tide of Haibgur-ttieet, and spread 
in spit* of all which could he done to slop 
than, inaiKH-lb-ieateily direction. A range 
of houses extending from lUrbour-sireet to 
Thame s-llrtel wse speedily consumed, and 
tba houses an both sides of Qold-itrttM, up 
nearly as far a* Lombard-street, wore burnl 
to lha ground. The Methodist Chapel in 
niajnes-slreet (leaped by tbe loftiness of il* 
Walls and tha great exertions which were 
bestowed cn its safety. The Are then ran wilb 
fearful velocity up the houses on both sides of 
tLum-lscc.of which nothing remained hut tbe 
bare wails. In lis mean time the cinders and 
blunt ihinglcs driven by the violence 
of the la* breete, had Itnitcd the up. 
Wei part of tbt town in various places ; arid * 
louse in Lews-street, formerly used as the 
Athenaeum Club-houie, waa eoou enveloped 
in flames, and betame the nucleus of a distinct 
conflagration , more disastrous In it* results 
even than the original ons. The fire-engines 
being at theliauall engaged in thralleinpt 
to cheek the fire in tbe lower part or tha town 
—no available means were al band for a 
considerable Isngib or lime lo assist in ex- 
tinguishing that which now threatened 
speedily to reducs to ashes the whole of tbe 
upper and more valuable dwelling-houses.

this impunity egeiiiat the infliction of pe- 
nalties on their own unauccessfitl imitation of 
lhe crime ; we think that florerninent should 
lose no lime in marking- Its strong indigns- 
tion at the U'Connellisw of their" Newfound- 
land officers. They have removed the unpaid 
Irish magiatrales from the commission for 
abetting what iltey deem to be a disloyal con- 
spiracy ; lei them al least withdraw the 
favour and the wages of Government from 
the disloyal legislalurs and magistrates of 
Mewfoundland. Tbe disposition cf a distant 
colony towards the mother country is regu- 
lated by the strength of Lhe borne Govern- 
ment- When the latter ahowa symptoms of 
feebleness, lhe foimcr becomes snappish, 
quatuloxis, ojuairelsame.aitd imperious. When 
the latter displays vigour, energy, and reso- 
lution, ths cutony is quiet, tractable, and 
submissive. Heaven knows, the present 
Oovernmcnt has evinced but tew and 
flickering .Ujiib of promptness or of courage ; 
snd the only wonder is, that Lire British pro- 
1 vinces in America have ngiiytntutlhised more 
generally and cordially with the llcpcalers. 
This is the first authenticated iustanre or men 
in oflrleLal stations having contributed to the 
rasourcet of the anti-Saxon fiction. Unless 
checked by early vigour, the example will 
spread far. Nor would its diffusion be with- 
out danger and disaster.
